_ Mr. Roe said that the company was forme: 
‘1 1890, and -erected a fine stand in their 
srounds, comprising one hundred acres, 
pending an immense amount of money on 
stands and other improvements which’ had 
made Newbrook one of the finest 
racecourses in Ireland. Unfortunately 
however, since 1922, provincial race 
companies were havig a very bad ‘time. 


Prior to the erection of the stand, the valua-. 


tion was £125. Afterwards {it was increased’ 
to £200, and, on appeal, this was reduced to 
£170. The company now submitted ths 
amount war excessive. For a number of 
vears the company had run at a profit and 
paid a dividend, which in 1903 was 5 per 
cent. Since 192] there was ro dividend paid 
with the exception of 1925, 


THE LOSs. 


The loss was very marked from 1922, and 
would he much greater were it not for tlie 
profits of the farm. Its capital consisted of 
24,400 in £1 shares, increased by new shares 
in 1925, the capital at present being £9,000, 

Counsel added that he must admit that 
racing was stil! popular, and would continue 
so to be, but provincial racing had been de- 
clining for some vears. 

The Judge—Newbrook has the advantuve 
of proximity to Dublin'—That very proximity 
is doing it harm. Crowds go to Dublin and 
the Curragh from the midlands. 

Tne Judzge—-How are other provincial com 
panies getting on? —Very badly. There used 
to he three or four meetings in the year in 
Mullingar, but these were reduced to gone or 
two, and the company now is compidering the 
question of closing down altogether 

Mr. Dowdal! gave evidence: in support of 
Mr. Roe’s statement. In ren!v to the Judge. 
he said that the company had spant £14,000 
im erecting a stand which was a particularly 
fine one, and had a saloon, tea rooms, etc. 

‘ontinnipg, witness said that the decline 
in provincial race meetings was genéral, and 
in some places they had to close down alto- 
gether, as in the case of Limerick Junction. 

THE CAUSES. 

In reply to a ouestion bv counsel as to his 
views on the causes of the decline in Jrish 
racing. Mr. Dowdalj said that 
there were a number of causes. There was 
the depression in the times, scarcity of 
money, and the fact that the carrving on of 
provineral racing was too expensive. Also 
that the vounrer generation, at a time when 
money was scarce, had many cheaper forms 
of amuserpent. such as greyhound racing, 
cinemas and feothail. Instead of going to 
face meetings they were able to get bv ‘buses 
to grevhound meetings. and they could walk 
into a betting shop and put on a bet without 
having to attend a rece meeting. 

The Juage remarked that these 
forms of amusement did not cater for 
Burne class of people as horse racing. 

Witness said that was so, but provincial

racing was, as he said, too expensive, and 
the betting and entertainment tax prevented 
executives [rom reducing the charges. He 
could not see any reasonable prospect, at 
least within the next few years. of any im: 
provement in racing. The Mullingar Com- 
pany intended to holt one meeting this year, 
and after that they might have to close down. 


THE TOTE. 


In the course of further evidence Mr. Dow- 
dall said that the Westmeath Company's 
share of the tote last year was £19 16s. td. 
In 1925 there were 5,060 people at one of 
their meetings, and at the corres odinn 
meeting last year the attendance had fallen 
to 1,259. 

In cross-examination by Mr. McCann, wit- 
ness said that the premises were erected pre- 
war at a cost of £10,000. Painting and re- 
pairs, now required, would cost £ The 
entertainment and betting tax severely 
affected provincial meetings. 

‘“T take it,” said Mr. McCann, “ you are 
‘onversant with everything in the racing 
world?’’—-IT am not so sure 1 am conversant 
with everything. With the exception of 
acting as tanaging director, I do not follow 
racing otherwise. 

Mr. McCann—Anyhow, you are aware that 
there is a great deal of talk going on about 
the removal of the betting tax. Supposing 
the tax is removed, do you not think that 
it would give a great fillip to racing?—I am 
sorry to say no. I think it is too late now. 

in reply to furtMer questions, Mr. Dowdall 
said that the provincial executives lad to 
contend with an unsympathetic Turf Club. 

Questioned as to the personnel and resi- 
dence of the directors oí the Westmeath Com- 
pany, wiiness said that Sir Walter Nugent 
was one. Mr. E. J. Hope, a large horse-owner, 
was another; also Mr. Patrick Cleary. The 
shareholders -were Westmeath or Midland 
folk, though there were some living outside 
the country—in England and other places.

JUDGE'S VIEWS. 


In giving his decision, the Judge, referring 
to the question of a hypothetical tenant, said 
that in his opinion he would he a super- 
speculator who would invest money in such 
premises as the company’s dt the present 
time. He (Judge Gleeson) must approach this 
question, not merely judicially, but as a busi- 
ness man. This was not a question of pur- 
chase of premises, fittings, etc. It was a 
question involving what rent might be ex- 
pected for such premises as these in a period 
like the present for pvrovincial horse-racing. 
If racing failed he must look on the premises 


| as a white elephant on the company’s hands;

and he could not leave out cí account the fact 
that the sport was now passing through what 
might be described as a transitory period. 
There were no grounds—no definite grounds— 
for assurance for the future, while there were 
new features like greyhound racing. Indeed, 
it was very hard to foresee the future of horse 
racing in Ireland. Unless he (the Judge) was 
in & position to say that it was going to im- 
prove, he did not see how he could put any- 
thing more than a nominal valuation on these 
premises, and so he must deal with it as a 
business man as well as a indze. He would 
reduce the valuation frem £170 to £25, and he 
had a feeling that in doing this in the circum- 
stances. even that might turn out to be £24 
too much. 

““Of course,” added the Judge, “if there 
is an improvement in provincial racing in the 
future .there is no reason why application can- 
not be made to have the valuation increased.”’

The police evidence was that, following a 
complaint, two men were found on the roof 
of Mrs. Cronin’s house in Prince's street. 
They ran across the slates and sat down on 
the eaves-gutters, and when asked by the 
police officers why they were there, they re 
plied :—** What has it got to do with you!” 
(ine of the three men had earlier fallen off 
the roof, injuring his back, and had to be 
taken to hospital. 

Sergeant Walsh, who joined in the chase, 
told the Court that the three men stated 
that they had been in Nolan s public-house 
after hours, were surprised by the police, 
and they took to the roof. When witness 
later got into Nolan’s public-house a man 
was feund under the billiard table, apparently 
asleep. 

It was suggested by Mr. Donegan, de- 
fending solicitor, that these serious charges 
had been brought against the men in order 
to get them to confess to having been on the 
licensed premises after hours. 

Witness denied thiz, but said that jt was 
possible that the defendants might be 
Subpoenaed in any case against Nolan. 

It was revealed that in the chase a man, 
named Hansleman, had heen injured by a 
Sione which crashed through a window when 
the chase was in fuil swing. 

Justice Sullivan said that in this strange 
escapade it would appear that one man very 
narrowly escuped from losing his life. A re- 
Spectable citizen had been struck on the head 
with a brick and injured; two windows were 
wrecked, and the best part of a dozen panes 
of glass broken. Two of the aceused men 
were sitting on the roof of premises not 
belonging to them, and the third, also on 
premises not belonging to him, was lying 
under a billiard table, with his boots off. 

“I think it not unnatural in that state of 
affairs,’ said the Justice, ‘‘ that the police 
must make some inquiries about the three 
men they arrested. It is quite clear that they 
were not on the preimses for such unlawful 
purpose, and that charge must be dismissed ; 
but with regard to the two remaining charges, 
I do not think that thé evidence would justify 
me in convicting. - 
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Postman Sentenced.

QUEENSTOWN, Friday 

SOUTH-EASTERLY gale of great in- 
A tensity has swept continnously over 

the South Irish coast for the past 
forty-eight hours, and so far shows little 
signs of abating. Several outgoing coasters 
and colliers have been lying at anchor in the 
lower roads since yesterday morning. Heavy 
seas are raging off the harbour’s mouth, and 
all the ferry services connecting the mainland 
with Haulbowline Dockyards and the harbour 
forts were entirely suspended this forenoon, 
but a curtailed service was run this after- 
non to enable the inhabitants to secure food 
supplies at Queenstown. : 

With the exception of flooding in the Jow- 
lying parts of the district, little damage has 
been caused to Pocal property, and, as far as 
can be ascertained, no damage to shipping 
at sea has been reported. All incoming 
vessels, which are arriving several hours 
behind schedule, report exceptionally heavy 
crossings.

Small Stations Ineffective.

IVING evidence to-day in the inquiry 
Es by Mr. J. C, Davison, K.C., M.P..

Company and other interests for specia! 
orders, relating to electricity supplies in 
North-East Ulster, 

Mr. W, FP. Gauvain, M.I.E.E., joint 
managing director of the Antrim Electric 
Supply Company, and of the Distribution 
Company, said that he also was deputy chair- 
man of six electric light and power supply 
companies in England. 

Mr. Warnock—Electrical development in 
the United Kingdom has been very backward 
as compared with other parts of the world. ?— 
Yes. 

Since the Weir Commissioners in 1926, 
has there bean a great deal of energy put 
into electrical development ’— Yes; and there 
is likely to be very considerable improvement 
in years to come. 

Wenld you say that this country is on the 
threshold of an extensive development ’— 
Yes; and it is essential in the public interest 
that that development should come. 

Is that more essential in areas where there 
i> ne alternative supply, such ak gas ’—Un- 
deavbtedly. 

Witness, in reply to further questi ns, sail 
that the whole tendency was to do away with 
small generating plants and co-ordinate the 
whole system, running it in big units. His 
considered opinion was that it was impossible 
to have the development they hoped while the 
smal) stations remained in the country. 

Mr. Davison said that that point would 
not be contested, and counsel need not elabo- 
rate it. 

Mr. Warnock then asked the witness if it 
was his opinion that electrica) development 
would be safe in Northern Ireland in the 
hands of the people who were at present 
distributing electricity. 

‘*F have no desire to say anything against 
the individuals,’’ said the witness, *' but |] 
say the conditions are quite unsuitable for 
the efficient distribution of energy, and there

The bill will provide 
for the clearance and improvement of un 
healthy areas, and the demolition and repair 
of unsanitary dwelling-houses, but omits the 
‘ovisions of the recent measure in the 
british Parliament for Government assistance 
towards the} cost. 

‘Yo day a fleputation from the Estates Com- 
mnittee of th Belfast Corporation waited upon 
the Ministry of Home Affairs and urged the 
dusirability of amending the Planning and 
Housing Will, and of introducing provisions 
for Government assistance. 

Alderman Byrne, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, placed the point of view of the 
(ommities before the Ministry, and was 
supported "y the officials of the Corporation. 

The Estates’ Committee recently passed the 
fcllowing resolution on the subject :— 

“That this Committee are greatly dis- 
appointed that the Government of Northern 
Ireland, while otherwise following closely the 
English Housing Act of 1950, should have 
departed from their policy of basing their 
legislation on the precedent of the Imperial 
Parliament in omitting the financial pro- 
visions of the Act; and that in the opinion 
of the Committee the omission of the pro- 
visions as to Government assistance towards 
re-housing operations is likely to render this 
portion of the measure valueless.” _ 

The financial provisions of the English Act 
of 1930 are described as follows :— 

“ The State contribution is a grant, payable 
for forty years, of r person dis- 
placed for whom new re-housing accommoda- 
tion fs rendered available. In agricultural 
parishes the grant is inereased to £2 10s. per 
person, and to £3 10s. in special cases, where 
it is shown necessary to build on the cleared 
area buildings of more than three storeys in 
height, or on alternative sites, the cost of 
which is more than £5,000 per acre. 

“The contribution from the rates by the 
local authority is fixed at £5 5s. per house 

r annum for forty years. This figure may 
ve increased for any year at the local 
authority's discretion, or reduced, with the 
approval of the Minjstry.” 

The Belfast Estate Agents’ and Auctioncers’ 
Institute also are impressing upon the 
Government the need for including similar 
financial provisions as embodied jn the 
English measure.

Court Sequel.

+ CASE which aroused wide local interest 
pa was heaid at Dundrum last evening, | 
“ “before District Justice Troy, when | 
Miehael Ryan (26), farmer, Glassdrum, Cappa- 
wnite, summoned Michael Kelly, Phillipstewn, 
Cappewhite, lor alleged assault. 

Duriaz the hearing of the case it was stated 
that Ryan belonged to a local land organisa- 
tion which had for its object the division of 
lands in the district, and that objection was 
taken by this organisation to Kelly having 
recently purchased a farm at Phillipstown, 
Cappawhite, which was part of the land 
which the organisation wanted to be divided. 

On the night of January 50 Kelly's house 
was set fire to and partly burned, and shots 
were fired into it. At two o clock on the 
foilowing morning Sergeant Cullen and a 
party of (iuards visited Ryan's house and 
questioned hun about his movements on that 
night. Ryan denied that he had had any- 
thing to do with the incident at Kelly’s 
house. 

Ryan now, in evidence, said that while he 
was making a statement in the kitchen to 
Sergeant Cullen, Kelly leant across a table 
and strack him in the mouth, inflicting a 
severe cut, from which blood flowed freely. 
Belore the blow was struck Kelly said that 
he would keep the land he had taken in spite 
of the organisation. 

Sergeant CuLen said that he had his head 
hent at the table, taking a statement from ' 
Kyan, and did not see any blow struck. 

He denied in cross-examination that when 
leaving the house he asked Ryan to sav 
nothing about what had happened, and that if 
the lands at Greenfields were ‘livided he would 
et a piece of land for Ryan. He did tell 
os a that if he waited he might: get some 
ant. 

Guard Viullin said that he saw Kelly reach 
his hand across the table towards Ryan, who 
was cut very slightly in the lip. 

Guard Hickey said that he did not see a 
blow being struck, as he was holding a 
candle for the sergeant and had his bead 
bent. He did hear a scuffle, and saw a little 
sprinkling of blood on Ryan’s face. 

The Justice said that a technical assault 
had been committed, and he believed that 
Ryan's descrintion of it had been greatly ex- 
aggerated. No doubt, Mr. Kelly's feelinys 
had been worked up by what hed cecurred at 
his dwelling house that night, when it was 
burned and fired into.

President Masaryk. 

To-day President Masaryk, of Czecho- 
Slovakia, celebrates his eighty-first birth- 
day. Thomas Masaryk is Europe's grand 
old man, and the history of the Czecho- 
Slovakia is largely the history of his 
personal efforts to create a State. When 
the War broke out in 1914 the great 
majority of people in Europe never had 
heard of Czecho-Slovakia. One remembered 
vaguely the Battle of the White Mountain ; 
the name of John Huss was not unknown ; 
but the Austrians had done their work so 
thoroughly that Bohemia had ceased to be 
regarded as a nation, and was little more 
than a geographical expression. Masaryk 
changed all that. With a few devoted 
friends he set out to secure the independ- 
ence of his native land, and the measure 
of his success may be gauged by the fact 
that Czecho-Slovakia to-day is one of the 
few solvent countries in Europe. Its 
people are industrious and contented ; 
they have settled down to work with a will 
that seems to be lacking sadly elsewhere, 
and their country presents a megnificent 
example to the world. “When Masaryk 
started his campaign his task seemed to 
be hopeless. In the beginning the Allied 
statesmen were inclined to laugh at the 
elderly professor, whose ambition was to 
build a nation out of nothing. At that 
time there was no certainty that the Allies 
would win the war, and their political 
leaders were far too busy to pay much 
attention to Masaryk and his friends. Two 
men in England, however, realised the 
value of his idea. Dr. Seton Watson and 
Mr. Wickham Steed, whom the late M. 
| Clemenceau described once as the 
accoucheurs of Central European States, 
supported Masaryk both in Europe and in 
America. He convinced the Allied politicans 
that the redressing of the wrong that had 
been done to his people would seal the fate 
of the Dual Monarchy, and he proved to be, 
right. The story of the Czecho-Slovaks’ 
struggle for liberty constitutes one of the 
most romantic chapters of the War. Who 
will forget the thrill that went around the 
world when their gallant legion of former 
war prisoners—among whom was the 
present representative of Czecho-Slovakia 
in Dublin—fought their way through 
Russia, defying Bolsheviks and Germans 
alike? Who will forget the triumphal 
entry of the creator of the new State into 
Prague—the city from which he had been 
outlawed for so many years? Then 
Masaryk’s real task only began. He was 
faced with the most formidable obstacles, 
surrounded, as he was, by States in chaos ; 
but he succeeded again, and to-day, one 
of Europe’s patriarchs, he can look with 
pride on the results of his labour. When 
the history of the last twenty years comes 
to be written the of Thomas 
Masaryk will be printed large across its 
pages.

While they await help from the two 
Governments, the Irish companies ought 
not to be inactive. Directors’ fees and 
the salaries of higher officials, like the 
wages of their staffs, must obey the 
pressure of the time. The English com- 
panies recognise this need. Reductions of 
directors’ fees are proposed by the London, 
Midland and Scottish and by the Great 
Western Companies; and at yesterday's 
annual meeting of the London and North- 
Eastern Company the directors’ fees were 
reduced from £25,000 to £21,000. Corre- 
sponding reductions by the Irish com- 
panies would furnish a wholesome head- 
line, but, as Nurse Cavell said, 
“Patriotism is not enough.” If the 
Irish railways are to be sound at heart, 
the whole system of directorships must 
be reformed. The Great Northern Com- 
pany has ten directors and the Great 
Southern has twelve—surely excessive 
totals for two comparatively small rail- 
way systems which are in dire distress. 
At present these totals are required by 
Statute. The public will welcome 
Sir Walter Nugent’s statement that the 
Free State Government proposes legisla- 


tion which will authorise reductions, and 


509 tons, while that of Edinburgh, which, 
as one well might think, is the cleanest 
city of Great Britain, is actually heavier 
than Cardiff’s by 19 tons to the square 
mile. Liverpool, therefore, holds for the 
present an unenviable distinction as 
Britain's grimiest city.

Jewish Archives, 


During many centuries the archives of 
the English Jews have been suffered to 
fall into a state of neglect. In 1929, how- 
ever, the Council of the United Synagogue 
decided to take action, and invited Dr. 
Cecil Roth to reduce the chaos to order. 
Dr. Roth now has completed his work, 
and the results shortly will be made 
public. A number of notable discoveries 
has been made. Hitherto the history of 
the ‘‘Ashkenazic ” (German and Polish) 
community in England has dated from the 
year 1722, when the precursor of the pre- 
sent Great Synagogue was built. The 
newly edited documents add thirty years 
to the life of the community, revealing, 
moreover, that a synagogue already had 
existed at least so far back as 1602 on the 
same site. That site, therefore, has a 
continuous tradition of nearly 250 years— 
& longer tradition than that of any other 
synagogue in the British islands.

ARIOUS references were made at 

several meetings last night by 
prominent figures in the political world 
to the Indian agreement concluded 
between the Viceroy (Lord Irwin) and 
Mr. Gandhi. 

Lord Lloyd, a former Governor of | 
Bombay, speaking at Chippenham, Wilt-. 
shire, said:—‘‘I have not as yet had time 
adequately to digest the details of the 
White Paper issued yesterday in regard 
to the conversations si Lord Irwin 
and Mr. Gandhi, but I say without 
hesitation that the whole circumstances of 
the conversations, and the conditions 
in which they “were conducted, to say 
nothing of their results, must already 
have gravely damaged the prestige oí every 
European Government in the East—the 
evil results of which are already re-echo- 
ing throughout Indo-China, Malaya, 
Burma, Batavia, and even in Africa itself. 


THE NEGOTIATIONS. 


‘‘The Government consented to 
negotiate with a dagger pointed at their 
throats, while turbulence, anarchy and 
boycott were pressed forward at every 
stage cf the conversations. The document 
that has resulted is nebulous, full of 
engagements so ill-defined as to make easy 
charges and counter-charges of breach of 
faith in the working. 


‘This is, after all, a preface to what 
we can only presume to be a renewal of 
the Round Table Conference in Delhi, with 
Mr. Gandhi and the Congress leaders 
negotiating on equal terms with the 
Viceroy Any immediate discussion at 
this moment of an All-India Federation 
is premature, inasmnuch as no autonomous 
units yet exist, and any Federal decisions 
arrived at risk repudiation at the hands 
of the eventual autonomous units. 

“Tt took Australian, Canadian anc 
South African units many years before 
Federal union could safely be achieved. 
Indian conditions indicate a longer period 
than those just referred to.” 


GRATEFUL TO VICEROY. 


Mr. A. V. Alexander, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, at Walthamstowe (London) 
said: “I believe that in spite of Mr. 
Churchill and his few friends, who can be 
largely disregarded in this matter, the 
country at large is grateful to the Viceroy 
of India for his devoted efforts for peace, 
and appreciates to the full the part which 
has been played in this matter by Indian 
leaders, and particularly those represen- 
tatives of all classes in India who, at a 
time of particular difficulty, joined in the 
deliberations of the Round Table Con- 
ference with members of all political 
parties in this country.”’

HE text of the Electricity (Supply) 
Bill, which has been introduced in 
the Northern Parliament and is down for 
second reading next week, was issued this 

evening. i 
The bill, which consists of nearly sixty 
pages, provides for the constitution of an 
Electricity Board for Northern Ireland, 
with extensive powers for the preparation 
and carrying out of development schemes, 
purchase by the Board of property of non- 
statutory undertakings, power to enable 
the Board- to supply electricity pending 
the completion of development works, and 
to lend money to electrical undertakings, 
while the bill also transfers to the Board 
the rights of local authorities to purchase 
undertakings. . The Board will have power 
to purchase bulk supplies of electricity 

and purchase surplus electricity. 


THE BOARD. 


The Electricity Board shall consist of 
not less than two, nor more than five, 
members t> be appointed by the Minister 
of Commerce and to hold office for such 
term and subject to such conditions as 
that Ministry may determine, and the 
chairman of the Board shall be such one 
of the members as may be designated by 
that Minister. 

i There shall be paid to the members of 
the Board, or any of them, out of the 
fund hereinafter in this Act established, 
such salaries, fees and allowances for 
expenses as the Ministry of Commerce 
may determine. 

A person shall be disqualified for being 
appointed or being a member of the 
Board so long as he is a member of either 
House of the Parliament of Northern 
{reland. 

Members of the Board must not hold 
shares in an electrical undertaking. 

It shall be the duty of the Board to 
promote, co-ordinate and improve the 
supply, distribution and sale of electricity 
generally in Northern Ireland. The Board 
shal] annually make a report to the 
Minister of Commerce of their proceed- 
ings, to be laid before both Houses of the 
Northern Parliament. 


AN ADVISORY COMMITTEE, 


The Ministry of Commerce may appoint 
an Advisory Committee for the purpose 
of giving advice and assistance to the 
Ministry. This Advisory Committee shall 
consist of one person nominated by the 
Council of each county in any part of 
which the Board are distributing, or 
propose to distribute, electricity ; 

Six persons nominated by the Associa- 
tion of Municipal Authorities of Northern 
Ireland, ‘being representative of areas 
within which the Board are distributing,

RAILWAY WAGES. 


It is announced in the London Gazette

“On the 14th November, 1930, a 
number of children were bathing in the 
Zambesi River at Livingstone, Northern 
Rhodesia, at a point where a wire.

But, 
when we have stated our objective, we 
must not forget that many grave diffi- 
culties have to be surmounted before we 
can attain it. At present we have only 
sketched the framework of the problem. 
, The details are not filled in, and many of 
them will present serious difficulties. 

Apart from the pledge of an honest 
attempt to confront these difficulties, and 
thus to carry on the work of the Con- 
ference, the Conservative Party is uncom- 
mitted—everyone is uncommitted—for the 
simple reason that it is impossible for any 
of us to pronounce a definite opinion until 
a definite plan is before us. The Round 
Table Conference did not attempt to fill in 
the details and in the period before us 
we shall ha.e to judge how far it 1s pos- 
sible to achieve the federal idea, without 
turrendering any of the essential safe- 
cuard: that we have clearly and definitely 
stated and that we consider fundamental 
in any future settlement.
